‘Out of the 
Cradle... 


Notes Made ‘in a New York 
Hotel: From the window the view 
was the same, right, center, left— 

. a building was 
being torn down 
or a new one was 

going up. 
. This is a story 
of all cities. But 
New York, as be- 
fits the world's 
most stimulating 
city, has _ the 
most exciting, or 
dismaying re 
port, depending 
on how one views the tumultuous, 
clamorous rebuilding of our cities. 
Authority for it is the City De- 
partment of Commerce of Public 


Events. The incredible record is 
this— 
Since the end of the Second 


World War, New York City has 
torn down enough buildings to re- 
create a city the size of a To- 
ledo, Ohio; a Rochester, N.Y., or 
a St. Paul, Minn. (These cities 
each have populations of about 
320,000. ) 


The average life of a building in 
New York is revealed to be a 
mere 35 years. The statistical 
review said that the buildings de- 
stroyed included ‘‘many impres- 
sive and solid edifices which a 
less vigorous civilization would 
not dream’’ of razing. ‘When 
construction of a major new 
building at London University was 
projected in the 1930s, a careful 
survey was made of the uses of 
steel. This metal was rejected 
and a stone edifice agreed upon, 
because nowhere could it be found 
that structural steel had been in 
use long enough to provide sta- 
tistical assurance it would last 
more than 200 years. 


Awesome Fact 


A second awesome fact of the 
New York report is that in the 
past 15 years the city has torn 
down “‘more skyscrapers than ex- 
ist in any city outside the United 
States.”’ 

This is an American story. In 
any city where the “‘vigor civiliza- 
tion”’ is in effect there is this proc- 
ess of tearing down and building 
up. 

The haste and seeming waste of 
it dismays some. There are 
critics of some of the new housing 
in New York. Other cities ecno 
with it. There are those who ar- 
gue that the new materials in the 
walls of some of the modern flats 
are like sounding boards and that 
even the breathing in the next 
room may be heard, to say noth- 
ing of conversations, even the 
more intimate ones.

Kennedy headed home Sunday night from a two-day 
visit to South America which he said demonstrated “the 
determination of the people of the United States to

Kennedy's departure speech at 
the end of his packed weekend 
trip to Venezuela and Colombia 
hammered home the dominant 
theme of the visit: That the 
United States stands ready with 
its Alliance for Progress to help 
hemisphere nations willing to 
help themselves. 


The President's public appear- 
ances in Bogota brought out the 
biggest crowds he has ever drawn 
in his life—at home or abroad. 
Colombian officials estimated the 
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Jacqueline Kennedy gives 
boost to young California de- 
signer by wearing one of his 
dresses in Bogota. Page 2. 
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crowds at 500,000; Press Secre- 
tary Pierre Salinger ‘‘guessed’’ 
they totaled one million. 


In a glittering banquet that 
was the final function of his trip, 
Kennedy gave a tough and solemn 
warning to the wealthy landown- 
ers and industrialists of South 
America to take the lead in eradi- 
cating mass poverty or go down 
in violence. 


STOP RED INROADS 


In his departure speech that 
followed, he expressed optimism 
that communist inroads in the 
hemisphere will be stopped and 
freedom and a better economic 
future will prevail. 

“T came to Colombia to dem- 
onstrate the determination of the 
people of the United States to 
eliminate poverty and hunger 
from the Americas—and to help 
to free American men for full 
enjoyment of the liberty and in- 
dividual dignity which are the 
cornerstone of our Civilization,”’ 
he said. 

“I leave strengthened by the 
knowledge that you share this 
determination, and that, together, 
we will mold a brighter future 
for generations yet unborn.” 


Kennedy said he _ discussed 
with Colombian President Alberto 
Lleras Camargo ‘‘the problems 
raised for all our countries by 
the efforts of international com- 
munism to subjugate the people 
of the Americas—and the wise 
and bold initiative which Dr.

Cities can be attractive places 
to live.

RIO DE JANEIRO—tThree hundred and twenty- 
three persons were killed and 600 injured in a fire that 
swept a performance of the “Great North American 
Circus” at suburban Niteroi Sunday afternoon. Most 


of the victims were children. 


It was the worst circus fire in 
history. The Ringling Bros. fire at 
Hartford, Conn., in 1944 took 168 
lives, 

The fire broke out at 4 p.m., dur- 
ing the afternoon performance, 
and consumed the tent in 10 min- 
utes. Children and adults were 
crushed in the panic. 

CALLS FOR BLOOD 

Niteroi hospitals called Rio de 
Janeiro for plasma and ice. Ambu- 
lances and aid from the Brazilian

The governor of the state, Celso 
Pechanha, rushed to Niteroi from 
a nearby town to direct emer- 
gency measures. Authorities de- 
clared the fire a public calamity 
and called for troops to help trans- 
port bodies to the morgue and 
take the injured to hospitals.

they had received 323 bodies as 
of Monday evening. Many of the 
600 injured were not expected to 
live.

The U.S. brigade headquarters 
in Berlin said the troop move was 
being made so the company could 
undertake training not feasible in 
cramped West Berlin.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Soviet Ambassador Mikhail 
A. Menshikov said Sunday night it was “quite possi- 
ble’ Russia will detonate a 100-megaton bomb in any 
new test series, almost doubling its previous record blast 


that brought a U.N. protest. 


He warhed during a two-hour 
TV interview for New York area 
viewers that the new round of So- 
viet explosiois in. the atmosphere 
was imminent if the United States 
did not halt its own tests immedi- 
ately. 


HITS U.S. TESTS 


As his pre-recorded inter- 
view on a local station was re- 
leased, the United States an- 
nounced it had detonated another 
‘small’ nuclear device Sunday at 
its Nevada testing grounds. Of 
such tests, Menshikov said: 


“If these (U.S.) tests are not 
stopped at once, then of course 
we will start our tests again, and 
not only ordinary bombs but per- 
haps super-bombs also.” 


He said fallout shelters, such 
as the $700 million system pro- 
posed last Thursday by the Ken- 
nedy administration, were ‘‘abso- 
lutely useless’’ against the super- 
bombs. 


RIDICULES SHELTERS 


“It is impossible to protect the 
life of people in this nuclear war, 
if it happens,”’ he said. ‘‘As with 
these bombs and super-bombs. 
everything within hundreds of 
miles from the epicenter of the 
explosion. ..would be entirely de- 
stroyed.”’ 


The Soviet emissary’s grim 
forecasts followed official Kremlin 
warnings that continued U. §S. 
tests — although so far confined 
underground, and producing no 
appreciable fallout — were ‘‘forc- 
ing’ Russia to open a new round 
of the air-polluting explosions it 
launched in September. 


The last Soviet series was cli- 
maxed Oct. 30 by detonation of 
a 57-megaton bomb in the Arctic. 
The record explosion was con- 
demned by the U.N. General As- 
sembly. Most of its radioactive 
fallout is yet to descend on earth 
with the spring rains. 


ADMITS POISONING 


Menshikov conceded the tests 
‘‘poison to a certain extent the at- 
mosphere.”” But he added: ‘“‘It’s 
better. ..to poison a little bit (of) 
atmosphere. ..and stop any pos- 
sible aggression.”’

Since then, this country has 
announced seven explosions in 
underground chambers in Nevada. 
Radiation was supposed to be con- 
tained but the AEC has said that 
some radioactivity escaped to the 
surface in one test. 


RED WARNING CITED 


In addition, the United States 
set off a small nuclear device in 
a Carlsbad, N.M., salt mine two 
weeks ago in a test of the peace- 
ful uses of atomic explosions. 


The United States has an- 
nounced 31 Russian atomic tests, 
the last on Nov. 4. But the gov- 
ernment has said the Soviet Union 
actually detonated about 50 
nuclear blasts.

The facts are not even arguable. 

It is a matter of printed record that The Constitution, of which 
Mr. McGill is publisher, published all relevant facts about the Pres- 
ident’s interview with Izvestia, plus commentary on points Mr. Rich- 
ardson felt were important, even before Mr. McGill published his 
own view on points which he himself felt were important. 


As to whether Mr. Richardson's first letter did or did not dispute 
Prasident Kennedy's method of opposing communism: The printed 
record shows his letter stated the President had made concessions

an indefensible United Nations war against the Congo province of 
Katanga. It is an attack which is wholly satisfactory only to our So- 
viet enemies and their neutralist friends. 


It is an attack which — because 
of our part in it—is shaking the 
Western Alliance to its core. Al- 
ready it has put us publicly at 
odds with the British, the French 
and the Belgians—and this at a 
time of desperate need for maxi- 
mum Western unity against the 
unresolved Soviet menace to 
Berlin. 

It is an attack that is deeply 
troubling the American people 
and many of the President's best 
friends. These are quiet but gen- 
uine friends who do not wish to 
see him—and more important, 
this country—pay the immense 
price that may have to be paid 
for this ill-advised adventure by 
diplomatic advisers so obsessed 
with courting African opinion that 
they are prepared to risk his all. 

The full facts are endlessly 
complicated, but the essentials 
are clear. The United Nations, 
under the spur of Soviet and 
neutralist pressure, is attempting 
to force Katanga, the only strong- 
ly anti-Communist state in the 
Congo, into the central Congo gov- 
ernment. This central government 
is not Communist. And unques- 
tionably it needs Katanga, as the 
Congo as a whole needs a unified 
government. 

It is true, too, that unless a 
unified and decent government 
can be arranged, there will be 
room in the Congo for much 


trouble-making, primarily by the 
Soviet Union. But this effort to 
“pacify” 


a situation by using 


bombs and troops against one 
holdout—while building up the dis- 
ruptive forces among the pro- 
Communists — is surely sel f- 
defeating. 

For every candid person who 
is aware of the realities will ac- 
knowledge this: While the U.N. 
is quite prepared to crush Ka- 
tanga’s rebellious head, Moise 
Tshombe, it never will be ready 
to crush another trouble-making 
secondary leader, the pro- 
Communist Antoine Gizenga. So- 
viet vetoes in the U.N. will see to 
it—and this the whole diplomatic 
world already knows — that the 
Gizengas are never touched by 
U.N. forces. 

For the President, there is still 
tume to arrest the new American 
tragedy that impends.

The 12 men may be good and 
true, but the odds are that very 
often half of them may be dul- 
lards of impenetrable stupidity 
when it comes to following the in- 
tricacies of the average law case. 


The jurors will all too often 
have to listen to subtle and intel- 
lectual debates submerged in a 
morass of facts that bemuse even 
the keenest lawyers. 


At last one of Her Majesty's 
judges, Mr. Justice Elwes, has 
exploded this myth of the collec- 
tive wisdom of 12 people taken at 
random from a list of those who.

The next day, when a county 
officer in Albany reportedly 
shoved another Negro against jail 
bars, slightly injuring the pris- 
oner’s head, Pritchett had the 
jailer fired on the spot. 


“It wasn’t serious,” the chief 
told reporters later, ‘‘but it could 
have been. He’s just not the kind 
of man I want around my jail." 


The chief attended Auburn 
University for 2% years and 
played tackle for the varsity 
football team. 


He started his career in Grif- 
fin, his home town, as a beat 
patrolman in 1949. He worked his 
way up to chief of detectives. 
Later he was chief in Newnan. 


Movement had acted in bad faith.

HAD NOT HEARD 


Early Sunday evening the State 
department, according to  in- 
formed sources, had not heard 
whether Portugal would take the 
Indian action to the security 
council as a threat to the peace. 


The feeling was strong here 
that, if Portugal did not take the 
initiative, the United States prob- 
ably in concert with other West- 
ern powers, would do so. 


There was no question what- 
ever, judging from remarks made 
privately by high-ranking offi- 
cials, that the United States 
would support a resolution con- 
demning the Indian action. 


SAME POSITION 


“I would only anticipate that 
the United States would take the 
same position that we took 
against Britain and France in the 
case of Suez,”’ one official said. 


Several officials emphasized 
that the United States could not 
countenance ‘‘a double standard 
of morality,” under which the 
Afro-Asian nations can condemn 
resort to force by former colonial 
powers but resort to it themselves 
in pursuit of their national objec- 
tives. 


Several officials put forward the 
rhetorical question—‘‘What’s the 
difference between this and 
Suez?’’ They warned that once a 
double standard was accepted for 
applying the charter, the United 
Nations was “‘done for.”’ 


Also at issue, officials empha- 
sized, was the principle of selt- 
determination. The Indian govern- 
ment, it was noted, had staunchly 
supported this principle in Africa, 
but had refused to accede to the 
United Nation’s resolution calling 
for a plebiscite in Kashmir, which 


is disputed between India and 
Pakistan. 
“Will the Indian government ac- 


cept self-determination in Goa?”’ 
one official asked. 


Portuguese territories would be in 
Indian hands within a day and 
said Indian troops were being as- 
sisted by underground sympathi- 
zers. 


Defense Minister V. K. Krishna 
Menon said in New Delhi the 17th 
Infantry Division was invading 
Goa from three directions with in- 
structions to use the minimum 
force necessary. 


He declared that there was 
what he called reliable evidence 
that the Portuguese were follow- 
ing a scorched earth policy, 
blowing up bridges and possibly 
oil storage tanks. 


LITTLE RESISTANCE 


Official reports reaching here 
said there was only nominal re- 
sistance in Damao and Diu, the 
two smaller enclaves north of 
Bombay which together comprise 
about 50 square miles and 50,000 
population. 


Menon said India ordered 
troops into Goa because of what 
he called a complete breakdown 
in civilian administration and pro- 
vocations against Indian borders. 

Portugal has ruled Goa—1,537 
square miles, 650,000 population— 
Since 1504. 

Menon said_ the 
were there illegally. 
NEW ACCUSATIONS 

The invasion announcement 
came within eight hours of fresh 
accusations by Indian officials of 
a Portuguese crossing along the 
180-mile Goa border and of firing 
upon an Indian patrol. It marked 
the end of efforts by the United 
States, Britain and the United Na- 
tions to prevent the crisis from 
erupting into fighting. 


Portugal and India have been 
quarreling with increased inten- 
sity in recent weeks. Each side 
has accused the other of building 
up menacing military forces and 
making incursions. 


ON GUARD 


Portugal accused India of mass- 
ing 30,000 troops and tanks and 
armored cars along the Goa bor- 
der the last two weeks. Uncon- 
firmed estimates put Portuguese 
strength in Goa at up to 12,000 
men, including African troops. 


Portuguese 


Menon said India’s air force 
and navy have orders to see that 
the territory occupied by the Por- 
tuguese is not used against In- 
dian forces. 


Menon said the Portuguese 
have 11 naval vessels, including 
two frigates, in the Goa area and 
may also have aircraft. 


HIT IN MADRID 


In Madrid, Portuguese Foreign 
Minister Alberto Franco Nogueira 
Sunday night described the Indian 
invasion of Goa as an example of 
“international immorality, disre- 
gard for the law, defiance of the 
United Nations charter, contempt 
for the International Court of Jus- 
tice and utter contempt for world 
public opinion’ on the part of 
Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru. 


In a telephoned interview the 
Portuguese statesman stressed 
that the Indian government had 
flaunted ‘‘public opinion in many 
parts of the world even among 
peoples who were not primarily 
sympathetic to Portugal.” 


“This is the first step by India 
to achieve the political unity of 


the Indian subcontinent,’’ he de- 
clared. “It can have very serious 
consequences for other countries 
nearby whose turn may come 


next.”

Should Teachers Formulate Opinion 
On the Modern Controversial Issues? 


If teachers do not know how 
to analyze and formulate opin- 
ions on the controversial issues 
in education today, who does? 


“It's up to the classroom 
teacher to formulate public opin- 
ion on these issues,”’ declared 
Mrs. Thelma Davis, first-grade 
teacher in Griffin. 


Mrs. Davis, who is president 
of the Georgia Association of 
Classroom Teachers, has re- 
cently returned from a National 
Education Association - spon- 
sored study conference on edu- 
cational controversies. 


She was chosen to serve as 
chairman of the conference, 
which had as its subject, ““‘The 
Teachers Role in Educational 
Controversy." Mrs. Davis said 
that for an issue to be con- 
troversial it need not have a 
right and wrong side. 


“There can be two sides with 
good on both sides,"’ she noted. 
‘Teachers fall down in letting 
things get to a boiling point 
before ever even considering 
the various aspects of the is- 
sue.” 


The study group, which in- 
cluded 66 representatives from 
42 states, divided the contro- 
versies into 12 major headings 
for discussion. They were: 


1. Curriculam, “We ap- 
proached this consideration with 


the realization that curriculum 
can not be a static thing in the

kind of world we live in today,” 
Mrs. Davis mentioned. 


2. Teaching Method, The ma- 
jor concern here was how the 
various methods now in use 
should be proportioned out. 


3. Classifications. Should chil- 
dren be grouped intellectually, 
socially or by some _ other 
means, or should groups be 
composed of cross sections? 
Whether there should be dif- 
ferences in the type of diplomas 
given to high school graduates 
according to their ability was 
another topic. 


4, Extracurricular Life. ‘‘We 
felt that teachers should 
definitely give thought to wheth- 
er the school is to engage in 
any non-intellectual activities at 
all,” Mrs. Davis remarked. 
“This includes what place ath- 
letics should have in a sound 


school program.” 
5. School Finances. Are 
school funds administered 


properly by officials? Of course, 
federal support to education 
was the major issue here. 

6. Policy-Making. ‘The group 
decided that many local school 
systems fight for local control 
as opposed to state control of 
education just so they will have 
something to hide behind,” Mrs. 
Davis revealed. The part that 
teachers and parents should play 
in policy-making was also con- 
sidered. 

7. Teaching as a Profession. 


a 


If teaching is to be so consid- 
ered, shouldn't teachers set up 
some standards, including cri- 
teria for advancement, rank 
and salary, the group asked. 


8. Communism, ‘“‘Are we go0- 
ing to stick our heads in the 
dirt and say Communism is 
an ugly world, or are we going 
to give our pupils the informa- 
tion they need to know about 
it?’’ queried Mrs. Davis. 


9. Internationalism. Whether 
patriotism should be transcend- 
ed by world-mindedness was 
discussed. 


10. Economics. “‘We found a 
sad lack in our educational 
system in this regard. In many 
cases economics is not taught 
until a student reaches college,”’ 
noted Mrs. Davis. Should teach- 
ers advance capitalism or 
should they teach socialistic 
ideas too? 

11. Segregation. After a con- 
sideration of whether the Su- 
preme Court decision of 1954 
was right, the group discussed 
how teachers should try to ac- 
complish it. 

12. Religion. ‘““The chief ques- 
tion here, of course, was what 
should public schools do about 
it,"’ Mrs. Davis said. 

“We didn’t attempt to solve 
any of these a

It is designed to insure a fair 


distribution of the tax burden, 
the Internal Revenue officials 
said, by’ catching taxpayers 
errors and delinquency. 


Atlanta was chosen because, as 
a regional office, “it was very 
average,’ Bookholt said, not be- 
cause more people here were 
suspected of violations. The 
seven-state Southeastern area 
served by the regional office con- 
tained no giant population cen- 
ters, such as the New York and 
San Francisco or Chicago offices 
had, and none of the district of- 
fices in the region had so few 
employes that would create prob- 
lems. 


GRADUAL ABSORPTION 


Shifts in work-load as a re 
sult of the change to machines 
from manual processing are ex- 
pected to be gradually absorbed 
as workers retire or quit to raise 
families and in re-training for 
jobs in the new system. Some 
personnel from district offices 
has been brought into the serv- 
ice center here. As jobs in dis-

With manual processing, 
this was no. special problem, 
since the checkers could find 
all they needed, but machines re- 
quire that information be where 
they expect to find it, or they 
cannot “read” it. 


At a press conference regional 
Commissioner William J. Book- 
holt and Robert H. Terry, director 
of the new service center, dis- 
cussed the effects of the new sys- 
tem on taxpayers. 


Individual returns will be put 
on the system in January, 1963. 
The center, first of nine centers 
throughout the nation, will make 
it possible to have a master file 
on every taxpayer going back 
three years. Previously new num- 
bers were given each year, and 
returns filed in different cities 
were kept wherever filed. 

USE MASTER FILE 


The Atlanta service center will 


examine, code and edit returns 
and documents, check for tax- 
payer errorts in arithmetic, and 
send the records on magnetic tape 
to the master file in Martinsburg, 
W. Va. There a complete record 
of all taxpayers will be kept, 
cross-filed with information from 
employer records and any other 
information in the master file on 
the taxpayer. 


This will be returned to the 
regional center, which will pre 
pare bills, notices and other mail- 
ings which go direct to the tax- 
payer, and keep the tape, which 
will be up-dated each time the 
taxpayer has any transactions 
with the government. 


Such things as management 
analyzes and statistics of income 
reports also will be made at the 
Martinsburg Center. Eventually,

The airlines could have a mod- 
erate recovery from _ present 
prices, especially if there is an 
expected increase in fares. 


The quality oils should reach 
higher levels. Operating expenses 
have declined. Natural gas pro- 
duction is up. They have improved 
their refining facilities. 


Aluminum stocks could recover 
some from depressed levels with 
improving business increasing de- 
mand for the metal. 


Textile stocks should benefit 
by the accelerated depreciation 
on their machinery. 


Copper stocks are pretty low 
and could have a good recovery. 

Automobile stocks look like they 
are going higher. 


Steels should reach slightly high- 
er levels in anticipation of a strike 
next June. 


BUILDING UNDERPRICED 


Many of the building stocks are 
underpriced and if private hous- 
ing starts increase by 8 per cent 
as the experts are forecasting, 
this group will do well. 


As for the immediate outlook, 
Ward says he doesn’t expect the 
Dow Jones industrial average to 
fall below 715-720 or the rail av- 
erages below 142-143 before Dec. 
20, when the usual year-end 
strength reaches its peak.

Yule to Come Early 


To Downtown Movies

Christmas comes early for two downtown movie 
theaters. 


Samuel Bronston’s reverent production of 
“King of Kings” will open its holiday run at the 
Roxy Thursday, and a Yuletide treat for “children 
of all ages” — Walt Disney’s bubbling, 
rainbow-colored “Babes In Toyland” — 
begins at the Rialto Friday.

“IT COULD ONLY approach this role,” Hunter 
said, “with two guideposts — absolute humility and 
a willingness to accept emotional and _ spiritual 
guidance.” 


The young American’s interpretation of Christ 
indicates that humility.

Other fine actors, thousands of extras, authentic 
scenery and costumes add up to a moving drama that 
at times seems to be a series of illuminated pages 
from the Bible.
